BRADFORD TRACEY 


Born in Sydney, Nova Scotia, Bradford studied at Mount Allison 
University and the University of Toronto. He continued his 
specialised study at the Schola Cantorum Basiliensis in Basel, 
Switzerland, where he studied harpsichord, clavichord and basso 
continuo with Rolf Junghanns and chamber music with Hans Martin 
Linde. He then studied fortepiano with Fritz Neumeyer in Germany. 
He has performed and recorded throughout Europe and North America, 
including solo concerts in Rome, Milan, Genoa, Florence, the Berlin 
Bach Festival and the York Early Music Festival. In 1982 he appeared 
with the Berlin Philharmonic for the first time, playing the fortepiano. 
His recordings have been released by Telefunken, EMI/Harmonia Mundi, 
Nonesuch and Toccata.
